I em instructed by the Foreign Mission Committee of the 
Presbyterian Church in Canada, to make application to the 
Government for a grant to the Indian School at Alberni. The 
condition of the Mission is as follows;- 

The Mission property consists of sixteen acres of land. 


There is a Girls School in which there are, at present, 
thirteen (13) children. ‘The accomodation is not such as to 
make it possible to receive others who are seeking admission. 
It was hoped that, by this time, the building would have been 
enlarged or a new one erected, but the sickness and necessary 
withdrawal of our Missionary, the Rev. J. A. MeDonald, has 
disappointed us im that. In a short time, however, a succes- 
eer will be on the ground, and the enlargement will be ef- 
fected as soon as convenient. It is posed to accommodate 
from 20 to 25 in the new building. ss B. I. Johnston, who 
is Matron of the School, and seems admirably fitted for the 
work, reports that both parents and children take a hearty 
interest in the Home. 

The Day School bas varied in attendance on account of 
the practice of chtldren ge ing with their parents, on their 
fishing and re expeditions. There were, on the Roll, 
aay, 3 the Secend of 1892, 20, a attendance

I received to-day from Mr. Swartout, our Agent at Alberni 

a commmication addressed to him by Mr. Harry Guillod, in which is 
expressed your general approval of the plans for the proposed Home 
for Indian children at that. place, and suggesting certain changes 
worthy of consideration. Mr. Swartout has himself sent a reply 
to Mr. Guillod, of which he has sent me a copy. I shall, however, 
teke the liberty of addressing directly to the Bepartment a fuller 
statement, and without waiting for a meeting of our Committee, in 
order to expedite matters. 

1. As to the nugber of children for which provision is mades 
We had intended, as you say, to provide for only twenty children. 
Upon further consideration, however, it was deemed inadvisable to 
expend so much money for the aceomodation of a number not sreater 
than we were providing for in the old building, although with very 
much crowding. It was also found that, the Home has grown in pop- 
ularity with the Indians, and that many who were formerly unwilling 
to send their children, are now seeking admission. Moreover, Mr. 
Swertout has commenced wark st Uslulaht, and will thus gradually 
gain influence with these people, and induce, we hope, a number of 
them to send their children, so that we think before vey lo

the full capasity of the new bnilding will be required. The in- 
tention is to leave the old building where it is, and in same 
measure to utilize it in the same connection. Mr. Swartout thinks 
thet, muah good would be. accomplished if industrial work were begun, 
some of the children showing special aptitudes, which he would like 
to cultivate. There is evidently a large and opening field for 
usefulness, which we would like to develop ‘o the test of our 
ability. 

2. As to the breathing space of the dormitories. I have 
submitted to our architect, Mr. Gordon, your suggestion, and he 
informs me that the @uakx Ontario Statute requires two hundred 
and fifty cubic feet per child in our Day Schools, and that in 
these dormitories for forty children there are four hundreé cubic 
feet each child, or if fifty were received that there would still 
be three hindred ard thirty oubie feet for each, which he cmsid- 
ers sufficient space. 

3. The thérd point, as to ventilation, I have also submitt- 
e@ your proposal ax to hw ing wezimm boxing along the base board 
of the walls. He says that his intention was thai, the ventilation 
should be by registers in the chimmeys,- inasmuch as there was one 
in connection with each dormitory. The method proposed by you, 
he says, lx is not much now im use, inasmoh as its advantages are 


over balanced by the disadvantag@ of leaving spaces in which

dust and vermin accumulate, as well as produging draughts near the 
floor. However, he says, that if the Department has a decided pre- 
ference for that method of ventilation that it can be easily and 
inexpensively adopted. He believes that registers in the chimneys , 
not too near the ceiling. will both make an escape for foul air, 
and at the same time, not cause the warm air to pass out of the 
room, ac it would if nearer the ceiling. 

4. You object to what is called the “man’s room on the 
ground floor, and say that the presence of a men at all in the 
girls’ building is regarded as objectionable. We on the other hand 
thought it so desirable that there should a trustworthy man about, 
a place where there are so many women and children, that we made 
a special effort to provide that room. There are sixteen acres of 
land, which are cultivated in the interests of the Home, and Mr. 
MeKee, who is at present employed, is an elderly man of “special 
faithfulness and general usefulness, that we feel ourselves for- 
tunate in having his services, amd as well as giving a sense of 
security to the badies employed in connection with the Mission. If 
however, the Department strongly objects to his occupancy of the 
room assigned to him in the new building, we, no doubt, can ar- 
range otherwise. It would be necessary to have somebody om the 


gcound capable of providing wood, and rendering such other ser- 
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vices as a man only can render. 

5e There is no class rooms provided for in the Home, inas- 
much as we have already a School House built upon the property, in 
which the children are instructed,- that Sehool Hovse was erected 
only a year ago, and as I understand, ia very satisfactory. 

6. As to the”bath room in the attio, as well as/the first 
floor, we also considered that, and decided against it, for the 
reason that it, was supposed better not to indulge that class of 
children with too many of the modern conveniences. Our Matron 
stated that, the children were very fond of bathing in the river,- 
thal, even when there were several inches of snow upon the ground, 
they delighted to go out bathing. She fears thet their taste for 
that practise, which she regards as a healthful one, might be des- 


troyed if too mech accommodation were provided in the Home, - she, 


of course, exercises prudence ag to allowing the weaker children, 


or any of them, to suh exposure as might be hurtful. TRe ladies 
of the W. F. M. &., to whom the plans were submitted, also ex- 
pressed the same view, Henow the decision arrived at. I have no 
doubt, however, that. the Committee would be prepared to re-con- 
sider that desision if you still adhere to your suggestion. 
7. The only other question to which attention has been 

drawn is the necessity of having the $1560.00 grant expended by 
thé 30th., Jume. I hope that will be done, for we are anxious, a8

Hon. Sirs:- 


At the present time we heave 90 pupils enrolled, 48 boys and 42 
girls. This number if ready to grow just as soon as this school is ready 
to open her doors to new pupils. From thirty to fifty pupils might readily 
be obtained right now, were we open to receive them. I only mention this 
here to indicate to you that this school is bound to grow, and so the thing 
I am at this time approaching you for is not for the present only, but is 
® part of the necessary equipment, the need of which will, as time goes on, 
be felt more and more. 


*here are two play rooms in our school, one for boys,one for girls. 
The size of the said play rooms is 21 x 33 feet. I might here draw your 
attention to the need of play rooms here on the West Coast of Vancouver 
Island, more perhaps then any other place in the whole Dominion. For days 
at a time, (I might say weeks and be literally true) it never stops reining 
at certain periods of the year. At such periods the pupils out of lass 
Room hours, have no nlace to go but to the said play rooms, where they are so 
crowded that they cannot play. It is bad for their health and for their 
morals. it is little short of criminal to continue or to try to put in 
another winter (the wet season) as we now are,with our increased enrollment. 
+t wee bed Inst winter, but so many new pupils makes it imperative that the 
matter be no longer delayed, but that steve be taken to remedy the situation 
at once before the wet season starts. Our Si imate is the finest in the world 
and all the ppy hours are spent out of doors. 


After much mature consideration, I have come to the conclusion that 
to meet the situation a building at leat 80 by 36 feet with 14 foot wells, 
suitable for such games as Basket Ball aa for Gymnasium, is what we require, 
This building does not necessarily need be warm or expensive, but on account 
of its size it is bound to run into quite an item. For the time being, I 
would life to try it with an earth floor. +f the earth floor proves unsatis- 


factory, £ would make provision while building co that Joists and floor may 
ke eesily be added later.

stated that it is very difficult to give an estimate as to the 
cost of the work requirea to be carried out, as some of the work 
is covered up in the concrete floors, It is also stated that 
all the water closet flush tanks are falling down, as apparently 
they were only fastened to lath.

The sewing room in 
some measure relieves the difficulty on the girls’ side, 


Plans were submitted to the Department during the past summey 
the estimated cost was small, andthe Principal undertook to meet half. 
It was ur-ent that the building should be ready before the bad 
veather cet in this fal’. 


The Principal is meeting half the cost, and we are con- 
fidently hoping that the Department will make good the other half 
as requested in the explanations which accompanied the plans now 
in the hands of the Department. 


The request for rearranged Staff accommodation,with 
additional Staff bathroom, grows out of the report above referred 
to, followed also by a similar request from the Department re the 
appo:ntment of a male assistant for the Principal.

Re Plumbing, Indian School Alberni. 


We have visited the above school and made a careful 
examination of the plumbing and heating, the writer has not tound any 
serious defects in the job. What matters are to attend to are as 
follows; 

The supply of water seems to have a certein amoung of grit 
washing through which has cut the seats of' some of the valves and taps, 
destroying the washers; about 20 taps will require to have the seats 
reground and about 50 taps to be rewashered. Seventeen of these 
taps are in the Laundry. Four compression taps in the public lavatory 
have the handles broken off and will need renewal. ‘Two lavatory basins 
have come loose from the wall and will need to be reset; one toilet 
bowl is choked by something becoming permanently lodged in the earthern- 
ware bowl and will need to be renewed; one Toilet Rowl is cracked and 
will need renewal. There are six Toilet Tanks out of order; one ot 
these will have to be renewed, the others wanting certain parts and 
all want new rubber flush valves and bell cock washers, 


The supply to the Slop Sink is choked in the wall and needs 
to be cut out and cleared. There are two Toilet Seats broken and will 
have to be replaced; new stoppers for twelve wash basins and four 
baths are required. The Bath in the girls lavatory on ground floor 
is disconnected and the waste in the concrete floor choked; a portion 
of the floor will have to be taken up, the pipe cleared and repaired 
and the bath replaced, the main waste valve on the washing machine is 
broken and needs repairs. 


The estimated cost ot the above work will amount to 
approximately $225.00, and we hereby guarantee to do the work at this 
figure.

Replying to your letter of the 4th instant 
referring to the report from ur. Agent Frost, of the West 
Coast Agency, that the plumbing system at the Alberni 
Indian School was in need ot considerable repair, I beg 
to inform you that recently “re. Wm. Holt, of the tirm 
of Thacker and Holt, Victoria, (who installed the plumbing 
system at this School) intormed me that he had to go up 
to Alberni on business, and, as he was conversant with 
the system at the School, I asked him to look over the 
condition of the plumbing and give the Department a report 
on what was necessary and the price for putting the same 
in good condition. 


To-day I have received a report from Messrs. 
Thacker and Holt on what is considered to be necessary 
and offering a price of $225.00 to do the work. A copy of 
this report is attached hereto for your information. 


The wearing out of the valves and washers in the 
taps is no doubt due to the fact that considerable sediment 
got into the water main, when it broke on two occasions 
a few years ago. It would appear to me that the balance 
of the work necessary at this time is due to either care- 
lessness or wilful destruction on the part of the pupils 
owing to lack of proper oversight by the authorities at 
the School, for it isremarkable to say the least, that 
whereas the plumbing system at the Kuper Island School put 
in by Messrs. Thacker and Holt now nearly fourteen years 
ago, is to-day in splendid condition, but the system at 
the Alberni School is, after a much less time, in the cone 
dition reported. 


As the plumber Robert Herbertson, of Port Alberhi, 
does not appear to be in a position to give a figure for 
the work, I would recommend that the ofter of Messrs. 
Thacker and Holt be accepted. 


With regard to the 250 feet of 14" hose, couplings ,/ 
nozzle and reducers which you requested me to purchase, 
I beg tosay that these were ordered from the Dominion 
Rubber System (Pacific) Limited a week or so ago, and 
voucher and abstract of tender have been forwarded to the 
Department.

I beg to advise you that the new barn at the 

Alberni Indian Residential School is in need of some 
repairs to doorse This damage has, in my opinion, been 
contributed to by their failure to open freely, caused 
by the pulling out of plumb of the parn, caused by the 
weicht of the manure conveyer which is attached to the 
upper portion of that structure snd supported, originally, 
only by cuys or stays which are fixed to the higher por- 
tion of upper structuree The weight of the conveyer with 

ts load has pulled the pbuilding out of plumb endweys 

and caused the doors to stick in closing or made it ime 
possible to close theme The weight strain has recently 
been relieved by placing a post and beam support at the 
extreme end of the conveyer arm end I think will prevent 
the further movement of the puilding, but I think it

Pitts, there is more need of a 
cottage for the farming instructor then there is far an 
assembly hell at that schoole The need of the assembly hall 
is not apparent and the purpose of such a building is not 
clear to me, while the need of a farmer's cottage is apparente 
The present occupant of that position has held it for the 
past two years end during that time has only been able to be 
with his family for a few days on three occasions during the 
school holidayse He has tried to obtain housing accommoda- 
tion for his family in Alberni but has failed to do so as 
there are no vacant houses in this vicinitye 


there is at present a building which was erected 
in 19235 and is being used as a play and games room for the 
boys during the winter and in bad weathere It is approx- 
imately seventy-five feet long by thirty-five feet widee It 
is constructed of rough lumber on a concrete foundation but 
it is not floored. If funds are available that building might 
be floored, windows repaired and screened and whatever gyn- 
nastic appliances deemed necessary installed if so @esired. 
If you desire I will get con estimate of the approximate cost 
of a concrete or lumber floor for this building. I do not 
think a concrete floor is best suitable for a playroom or 
Gym, The building is already fitted for electric light.

grt received at Head Office that the heating system at the above 
yf lding was not giving satisfaction. 


Mr. Henion found that the local authorities caljed in 
Messrs R. Herbertson & Sons, Heating Contractors at Port Alberni, 
to go over the system, in an endeavour to locate the trouble, and 
correct same. 


The Contractors were not familiar with this work or type 
oi system, and did not go the original installation. ‘hey wrote to 
the C.A,lunham Co., asking for full particulars regarding the job. 
Upon receipt of this arrangements were made to have Mr. Henion 
make an inspection. 


It was found three or four radiators would at times fail 
to heat up, and also a part of system farthest removed from the 
Boilerroom appeared somewhat sluggish. In order to overcome thia 
condition the Boiler pressure was raised to 5 to 8 lbs. 


Some of the connections will need to be changed to give 
proper grading to the spring piece to the radiators. ‘This satter was 
taken up by Mr. Henion with Mr. Herbettson, and instructions given 
how to accogplish the necessary change. 


The reason that the system farthest removed from the Boiler 
room does not heat is due to carrying excessive pressure on the type 
of system installed. ‘The system as installed is a gravity system 
of steam heating with the air eelieved from the return piping 
through a Dinmham Air Eliminator. \inen pressures over and above 
8 028, are carried on the system the Eliminator seals the system, 
due to the water rising in the stand pipe and causing the float to 
Close the valve on the Ahiminator and thus preventing air from leav- 
ing the system. The contimed carrying of high pressure above 8 ozs. 
makes the systenpractically @ sealed system, and steam cannot find 
enter the radiation due to the fact that air cannot finf its way 
out of the return piping. 


fhis condition noted above is due to the manner of firing 
and the fuei used, which is wood, which causes the steam pressure 
on the boiler to build up before the radiation throughout the 
systm is filled with steam, therefore the radiators at the ena of 
the system or mains, are the ones that suffer by lack of steam. 


We would recommend that a No. 10 Dunham Return Trap be 
installed which will permit the pressure on the boiler to be carried 
at any time from 1 to 10 lbs. and the air would be vented out of 
the return mains through an eliminator, and the water returned to the 
boiler by the Return trap. 


It is almost impossible to maintain a steady condition of 
pressure on the boiler when burning wood as fuel, and a gravity steam 
heating system using only an air eliminator for venting the air from 
system will from +! 

over 
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time to time give trouble as is being experienced on this system, but with 
the installation of a Dunhan Return trap air will have a free vent from 
the \ piping regardless of pressure carried on the boiler.

We would further recommend that all of the traps be gone over and 
Cleanud, That is the covers and discs taken off, and any foreign matter 
within the trap bodies removed. 


There appears to be evidence of having carried too high a water 
line on the boiler, and we believe that the manufacturers of the boiler 
should be communicated with ahd the height of the water line for the boiler 
ascertained, and the operater instructed to carry the water line at 
the level stipulated by the mamfscturer. 


the Damper Regujatur which is now connected to the boiler, should 
he connected to the Balanced Check Damper on the smoke pipe, and to the 
drait damper on ot the boiler, so that these can work together with 
the damper regulator, and assist in maintaining a steady pressure on 
the boiler, 


We would recomend that a compound gauge be installed on the 
boiler, since the gauge now on the boiler hus been found defective 
and causing trouble in the past. 


the Air Line Valves now installed on tne end of steam mains to 
be replaced with No. 1 Dunham Radiator traps to give a freer venting 
of air from tho steam pipes into the return piping. 


Some of the return piping in the boiler zoom is badly pocketed, 
and this will need to be straightened up. 


All of the matters eovered in this report were discussed with 
the Contractors called in on the job, and with the above recommendations 
followed out this system should operate satisfactorily

livelihood for theIndians of the West Coast is fishing and the 
repairing of the craft and plant buildings in which they are enploy- 
ed,and I hope in due time it will lead to the construction of a 
better type of dwelling on Indian Reserves, 


In conelusion I beg to state that the estinated 
cost of manual training at the Alberni school for the current 
school year,to end of June 1928,will be approxinately,$ 300,00. 
which will include Instructor,s salary,tools if any are needed 
and material for the class to work with,

Sir,— 
I beg to submit the following report on nenual 
training at the Indian Residential School,Alberni,B.C.for the year 
ending June 30th,1927, 


During the year, 85 classes were held, showing a 
total instruction period of 209% hours,This total was devided anong 
3 classes.The number of boys receiving instruction was 26,of which 
17 are expected to return after the holidays. 


The type of instruction givenhas been alnost 
identical with that given in the public schools of this Province, 
each model being accompanied by a working drawing,the models have 
been small combining utility withexercises requiring simple tool 
operation,The course so far has been fairly rigid-few alternative 
preblims being allowed,thus each class has faced the same projects 
and has tackled the sarie problens.Friendly competition and discuss- 
ion have been encouraged, 


For the future I feel that for the bigger 
poys a different course should be arranged,one more suited to the 
needs of an Indian boy who will soon be earning his living on a 
fishine boat,Household utensils or simple furniture will be under- 
taken as individual projects,while for those boys more apt or nore 
willing,special instruction in boat building will be given,in this 
way the training will provide the boy with a working knowledge of 
the tools and methods used in the construction of wooden articles 
used every day. 

While the various netale offer splendid mediuns for 
manual training I think that too much should not be attempted at 
this stage.Therefore I propose to adhere closely to wood,paying spec 
ial attention to lumber which is produced locally. When the time is 
ripe for the introduction of more technical education in Indian 
schools the boys will prove themselves to be apt and willind stud- 
ents of all branches of handicraft, 


In conclusion I wish to acknowledge: with 
thanks the valuable advice,blueprints and books given by Mi, John 
Kyle, Organizer of Technical Education,I also wish to thank you,Sir, 
for your kindly consideration,aseistance and hearty co-operation, 
without which manual training could not have been so successfully 
conmenced at this school,

I have the honour to report for the infornation 
and consideration of the Department that the toilet systen in 
both the girls and boys toilet on the lower floor at the Alberni 
Indian Residential School is in urgent need of overhaul and repair, 


I beg to state that the system in the toilets 
complained of has been a constant source of trouble and expense, 
to my personal knowledge,during the past 4 years about every 3 
nonths ans sonetines at shorter periods these toilets have needed 
a plunber,sattention to put them in order, and as this has been 
a frequent drain on the school resources it is felt that the 
system should be improved so as to obviate the frequent need of 
expenditure on cleaning and repairs as well as to improve the 
sanatory conditions arising fron defective toilets, 


i theggfore respectfully suggest for the consider- 
ation of the Departnent,the replacing of the present system by 
installing the Standard Autonatic Syphon Education Range Toilet, 

3 stalls in the girls division and 2 stalls with 36 inch urinal 

in the boys section,The approxinate cost of the toilets suggested, 
would be as under 3 stall $ 275.00,2 stall,$ 220,00.36 inch urinal, 
$50.00,The above estinated costs include the toilets complete 

with fittings and ingtalation,but does not include the cost of 
such concrete work @ might be needed in floors,or the erection

Please note that when your Architect 
lir,Dawson of Victoria cane to see the building before getting 
out the plane,I pointed out to hin that the echool had been 
erected with a view to keeping the boy,es and girl,s sides of 
the building absolutely separated on the top flate and that any 
fire-escape should keep thie in view and also that es we were 
near the Beserve there should be no access frori the ground to 
the dormatories, I also pointed out to him that mex on one 
side of the front porch wes the office and on the other side 
was the reception room and that these were the only front roorns 
we had in the building for uee of staff and that these windows 
should not be blocked by the fire-escape, 


Practical men ahd builders agreed with ne that the 
fire-escape could have started ffor the sane place had access 
through the sane windows and been attached té the blank wall 
of the projections on either side of the porch and would wx 
have thus avoided all the difficulties I have referred to, 


As it is erected the top baleanies of the escape 
are connected slong the reoof,the second balconies are connected 
are of easy access across the roof of the front porch and the 
balconies of the ground floor(that is above the baserent)are of 
easy access from the floor of the front porch,The valconies of 
the ground floor are right in front of the office and reception 
room windows, 

Since the fire escape in so easy of access from the 
eround and rakes possible access fror one side of the building 
to the other it becomes necessary to have these windows opening 
on the fire-~eacape,securely locked,as I do not want to take the 
responsibility of fastening up the access to the fire-escape,I 
wish to ask your instructions as to what way thoee windows shall 
be secured to prevent any one from gaining access to the dorrae 
tories or store rooms,in the night. 

Again,just in ffont of each of the windows opening 
on the balconies there is a hole 3 feet 6 inches long by 15 inche- 
es high,level with the floor and opening to the well-hole of 
the steps,A child crawling out of the window and going a little 
too far or rolling over,would drop down the steps cleaning all 
ahead of him or else drop through the outside rail which is also 
15 inches fron the steps,There should be a second bar or sone 
wire screening put on this rail to ensure that no such accident 
happens,

1,Keeping boys and girls seperate,To prevent the access fron one 
dornatory to another by the fire-escape and over a portion of 
the roof,I beg to suggest that hinged screens be placed on the 
inside of the dornatory windows where necessary,that the screens 
ve fastened with a padlock and that a firenan,s axe be kept 
hanging on the wall irrediately by the screen so that no time 
need be lost in effecting exit in case of fire, 


2,Position of the escape,There can be no possible doubt but that 
the same encape could have been erected leading to the sane 
exits ,without obscuring the window,s of either office or recep- 
tion roons,and thet without any additional cost, 


3,Access to dormatories from the ground by means of the escape, 
The hinged screens recorwiended for 2 will prevent this,

young boys working at that height,nor have we anyone on the staff

school and farm work and would have to hire extra help for any 
extra work,our outlay for repairs, fencing and clearing land has 
peen heavy during the past year and 80 we cannot take on any 
extra expense just now, 


Again,it does not seem to be econony to have an 
80000,00,dollar building painted by anatuers,and as holiday 
start soon we could not possibly finish the painting, along with 
narvesting etc before the wet weather begins in the fall.

Mr. Agent Frost and the Principal have strongly 
urged the necessity of the exterior painting of the Alberni 
Indian Residential School building. The roof of the main 
building and the exterior walls require one coat of paint, 
also the steps, verandah, ceilings and floors. The estimated 
cost of this work, including material and labour, is $755. 


This building was erected in 1920 and no painting 
has been done on it since. The Principal states that for 
both appearance and economy the painting is necessary. The 
Agent was informed that we would authorize the supplying of 
the paint required, to the amount of $315, if the school 
would be responsible for the labour, to the amount of $440. 


The Principal states that the building is over 
40 ft. to the eaves, that this would require the best of 
scaffolding and a man accustomed to working thereon and he 
would not take the risk of young boys working at that height. 
He will be unable to provide any of the labour in having the 
work done. 


No funds have been specially provided; but the 
amount required - $755 - could be taken from our approp- 
riation for Indian Education. I would recommend that 
authority be granted to have this painting carried out and 
will be pleased to have the necessary approval, also the 
name of the man who should be engaged as foreman in charge 
of the painting.

I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 10th 
instant, with enclosed letters, and I might state that the 
construction of the fire escape is in accordance with the 
B.C. fire Marshall's specifications. 


With reference to Mr. Pitts remarks that the fire escape 
could have been attached to the blank walls of the building, 
I might state that the cost of construction would have been 
half as much again, and almost impracticable to have put an 
escape from the dormor windows, which would have had to be 
brought at right angles across the valleys and along the 
roof, also at each side practically the same landing would 
have had to be put at the windows as at present to ensure 
using both windows for quick exit, and then carried along 
the blank wall and the same accessability from the ground 
would be available. The present location is considered the 
best position, 


Mr, Pitts remarks that the top balconies are connected is 

not true, and any person attempting to get from one balcony 

to another are endangering their lives, as they would have 

to travel along the gutter of the buildings which is a very 
dangerous proceeding. I am aware ‘that one boy did this 
during the erection of the fire escape, but the roof was 
covered with jacks and scaffolding for the use of the workmen. 


Vr. Pitts objection to the stopping of light into rooms was 
taken into consideration and pointed out to him that it 
would make very little difference to the light. 
The sashes and screens of all the windows leading to the fire 
escape should be hinged and bolted inside, a fire axe should 
alse be hung up on each floor at a convenient point.

I peg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 
25th ultimo together with copy of letter from Mr, Indian 
Agent Frost and a communication from Rev. F.E. Pitts, Principal 
of the School, the latter cfiticising the location of the fire 
escape and manner of construction. It is noted Mr. Frost 
makes certain recommendations in the matter of further safe- 
guards e 


In reply I beg to say this matter was taken up with 
J.G. Brown, Esq., District Resident Architect of the Dominion 
Public Works Department, and I have received a letter from him 
to the effect that the said fire escape was constructed accorad= 
ing to the specifications of the British Columbia Fire Marshalls 
It is also pointed out that to have erected this fire escape in 
any other position than which it was, would have increased the 
cost by one half, Mr. Dawson, who superintended this work, 
personally explained to me also that another reason for having 
the fire escape located in the position in which it is, was 
that of safety of the children, in view of the fact that the 
rooms of the school in which exit to the fire escape is provided 
are those which have terrazzo flooring and all the children 
could be grouped in these rooms with considerable more safety 
than would be the case in the dormitories. 


I am attaching hereto copy of Mr. Brown's letter 
in this regard for your information. 


In connection with the recommendations made by Mre 
Indian Agent Frost, I may say that Mr, Brown concurs that it 
would be advisable to have the net screens placed as well as 
some covering on the side of the fire escape and I have 
therefore, authorized Mr. Indian Agent Frost to have this work 
carried out without delay.

I respectfully recommend the above request to the 
Yepartment for favourable consideration for the following reasons, 
There are 71 pupils in “rades 1 and 2,and I believe,insufficient

. when filled to its capacity,further ,as a large portion of the 


pupils in this room are beginners,the class is too large for any 
one teacher to handle satisfactorily. 


This request was held in abeyance until the visif of 
Mr Cairns,Inspector of Indian Schools,in order that the matter 
might be thoroughly investigated by him and discussed with the 
Principal and myself,this having been done on 7th instant and 
received Mr Cairns approval. 


The transfer of the Manual Training classes and equipment 
to the basement of this building will cause no inconvenience to 
those classes as the basement room is larger than the floor above, 
it has watertight concrete walls and floor and has heating facilit 
ies but will need electric lighting fixtures to be installed at an 
estimated cost of approximately $ 20.00..

for one teacher and as these so much individual attention the 
teacher in the senior room cannot do justice to the older ones 
and take part of these standards 1 and 2. 


We are asking,therefore,to move the Manual Train- 
ing to the basement of the former school building and use the 
present Manual Training room for the Primary class and equip it 
for thirty beginners,The second teacher to take part of standard 
1 and part of standard 2 and the senior teacher to take the others, 
this arrangement would seem to relieve the situation and give all

May I add that I have gone into these matters with yo 
yourself and Mr Inspector Cairns and we all agreed that. 


1.The basement of the separate clsaa-room building was very stit- 
able for Manual Treining,.

Mr Thomas,to report at Alberni School not later than 8 am on 
Monday August 27th for work,Taylor reported at the time and place 
named,Mr Thomas arrived later and stated that he had failed to get 
any men to work #ith Taylor, and as it was useless for one man to 
commence the work and he ,Thomas,could see no likelihood of gett- 
ing men,he asked to be relieved of his appointment as foreman, 

It was then too late for Taylor to return to his work with 
the P.W.D.as he had come in some 12 miles from a road camp,Taylor 
consequently lost a days work with the P.W.D.hence the claim, which

Some five or six years ago,the Indian Department erected a hall 
for recreation purposes,at this school. The size of the building is 
80'by 36', stands on a cement foundation ard is in good repair,except 
that it wes never finished. The only floor is the natural soil on which 
it stands. In any dry weather this works up irto dust and the children 
require a bath after a game of ball,or if the floor is sprinkled it becomes 
very slippery and muddy. Tt is very rough at all times and any amount of 
work et smoothing ard levellirg lasts 6or only a short time. 

The recessity for such a playroom is self-evident to anyone who knows 
anythirg of this climate. From Novelst. to May lst. the rains are exceed- 
ingly heavy end for three months of that time there are many days that it 
pours rain all day. 

nerefore I want to appeal to the generosity of the Department of India 
affairs to complete this playroom,so thet it may be suitable for both 
girls and boys to use at different times for basket-ball and other games. 

The cost would be approximately as follows-- 

25 bags of cement $1.00 per 

120 joist (2 by 10 by left.) 

500 ft. bridging (1 by 4) - 
4500 ft. fir flooring 
2000 ft. " wainscot 
Cartage of lumber ---
